Roadi Association in an effort to 
acquaint the seneral public with 
the work of the highway depart- 
ment and to arouse sufficient pub- 
lic sentiment to prevent further 
diversions of the proceeds from 
the gasoline tax. He asserted Cor- 
ticana was glad to" take part in 
the program and said the state 
was fortunate in having the most 
efficient highway department In 


the nation which was devoting 
all its energies to providing an 
adequate system ' of 
connecting 
roads. He praised Mr. Gentry for 
his sense of fairness and justice 
which had been demonstrated dur- 
ing his tenure on the highway 
commission. 


Record of Service. 


He then presented Allln F. Mlt- 


hcell, county chairman of the ob- 
servance, who pointed out this 
week had been designated for spe- 
cial notice In a proclamation is- 
sued by Gov. W. Lee O'Danlel. He 
Insisted the progress of the Tex- 
as highway program depended on 
the education of the general public 
to the needs of the state, and 
pointed to a record of constant 
service by the department since 
its organization. 
Asserting 
the 


public must be kept constantly In- 
formed If progress was maintain- 
ed in the financing and construc- 
tion of roads, he presented Lowry 
Martin, twice past president of the 
Texas Good Roads Association, to 
introduce the speaker of the eve- 
ning. 


Mr. Martin 
complimented the 


Coralcana Chamber of Commerce 
for its general Interest In high- 
ways and for aiding In the special 
observance, and paid special tri- 


bute to the work of President 
Butler, and alto J. 
N. 
Edens, 


chairman of the local 
highway 


committee. 
He- pointed out that 


Gov. O'Danlel had honored Cen- 
tral Texas through the appoint- 
ment of Mr. Mitchell to a place 
on the State Board for the Regis- 
tration of Professional Engineers, 
John S. Murchlson to the post of 
executive secretary of the Texas 
Board of Public Welfare, and Mr. 
Gentry to the place of chairman 
of the Texas Highway Commis- 
sion. 


Ho declared the public should be 


Interested at all time In the com- 
plete highway program for the 
commission faced tasks and prob- 
lems which needed the sympathy, 
support and advice of the people 
as a whole. He pointed out there 
wore few automobile registrations 
and state highways when the de- 
partment was formed about 1917, 
but now there are some two mil- 
lion vehicles 
registered 
in 
the 


state and some 23,000 miles of 
state roads, and added about twen- 
ty years time and an estimated 
six hundred million dollars would 
be required to complete the pro- 
gram. 
Mr. Martin declared th« thirty- 


million dollars 
received for all 


highway purpoiei annually was a 
pittance, and analyzed the more 
than five cents per gallon tax paid 
on gasoline showing the highway 
department 
received 
only 
two 
cents of the amount and from this 
had to pay for the operation of 
the Texas Highway Patrol and ad- 
ministrative costs in addition to 
construction and maintenance. He 
also pointed out that In addition 
to problems created by heavier 
commercial demands the national 
defense program had resulted In 
new complexities. 


Praise For Gentry, 


He paid tribute to the commis- 


sion chairman as a good common- 
sense Texan who had made every 
effort to familiarize himself with 
the problems of the entire state 
as soon as he took over his duties. 


Chairman Gentry declared that 


he was glad to be In Corslcana 
where people were Interested in 
highway problems and he wanted 
to give an account of the depart- 
ment's stewardship. 
Ho recount- 


ed he had visited all but throe 
counties In the state since taking 
office, and had covered 18,000 out 
of the-23,000 miles of state roads, 
as well «» visiting 38 ftates of 
the union in his studies of admin- 


istration and constructor! method!. 


He told his audience he was a 
native of Van Zandt County and 
took his first 
train 
trip 
from 


Athens 
to Corslcana, 
and 
had 


never been more distant from Cor- 
sicana than Tyler. 
He said the 


only dislike ho had for this city 
was Its ability to beat the Tyler 
football team on all occasions. He 
also paid tribute to W. E. McKIn- 
ncy, former Tyler resident. 


Mr. Gentry said, the highway de- 
partment was composed of about 
7,000 employes who wanted to. were 
Interested In. and were capable of 
doing a good job for the state If 
they had the necessary funds. 


He said one or the main prob- 


lems of thc commission was a mis- 
understanding on the part of the 
public, pointing out the average 
cltb.cn thought the road program 
of the state wan completed except 
in his own community and the in- 
come was sufficient. 
He recalled that he appeared 


before thn commission many times 
during his eight years as judge 
of Smith County, but never real- 
ized the task before the commis- 
sion unHl ho became a member 
of It, and admitted part of the re- 
sponsibility for the prevalent mis- 
understanding must bo 
accepted 


by the commission because of Iti 
lack of frankness in the past, 


Highway Program. 


Tho commission chairman stat- 
ed twenty years would bo required 
to complete the present program 
under available finances. 
He re- 


ported there were some 20,000 miles 
of state designated highways with 
some 12,000 constructed and ade- 
quate; of the 
remaining 
U.OOO 


miles, some 3,000 arc designations 
only, and the remainder Included 
about 5,000 miles of country roads 
designated as highways, but not 
Improved. 
Many of roads built 


some years ago. are outdated and 
unsafe he reported, and should be 
rebuilt, and the 
low 
estimated 


amount needed to complete the 
highway system was 400 to 500 
million dollars. 


Taking up the financial picture, 


the speaker pointed out that the 
five and one-half cents per gallon 
tax on gasoline amounted to about 
one-third of tho total cost to the 
consumer; of this 
amount 11-2 
cents wont to thn federal govern- 
ment. 
Ho denied the term "fod- 
ral aid" on roads 
was 
correct, 


terming the federal contribution 
merely a refund, and while some 
twenty million dollars 
annually 


wai paid In, Texai received back 
only about 81-2 millions. 


Out of the four cents received 
by the state, he pointed out one 
cent went to the public schools 
under a constitutional provision, 
and one cent to the bond Indebted- 
ness assumption fund, leaving two 
cents from which refunds, cost of 
collection, operation of the high- 
way 
patrol, 
and 
administrative 


costs must be paid. 


He asserted tho department had 


about 29 millions available oach 
year for construction and main- 
tenance on a system that required 
400, and more roads becoming In- 
adequate each year and the grow- 
ing state creating new problems. 
Ho asserted unless there «was a 
change in the method of financing 
the 
department 
the 
problems 


would Increase 
each 
year, 
and 


pointed out needed widening of 
roads, striping, and other safety 
features 
increased 
departmental 
costs. 


Texas Paying Penalty. 


Chairman Gentry asserted 
the 
legislature could aid the depart- 
ment by giving it authority to cre- 
ate 
speed zones so that roads 


could be constructed to fit condi- 
tions and speeds set in such a man- 
ner as to maintain safety. He de-

clared Texans were paying a pen- 
alty of about 17•million dollan a 
year because, they were forced to 
operate cars over Inadequate high- 
ways, and there was no possible 
salvage. 


In dlscusslnff the possibilities of 
the future, Mr. Gentry said he saw 
no possibility of Increasing the 
tax levy, leaving only Increased 
federal appropriations as a main 
source of Income; he said the de- 
partment should bo able to regain 
possession of the excess In the 
bond assumption fund, He *ald he 
believed the highway department 
could axpeiKl the fund* more ef- 
ficiently than they could be by 
1016 commissioners precincts 
In 


the state, and were more badly 
needed on state roads than In Iio- 
lated sectors.
